Economists are by nature nei- 
ther jaunty nor gay. They are, 
by and large, a solemn class, 
weighted down with the burden of 
what they know. But of late they 
seem to be somewhat sepulchral 
because of the complexity. of this 
country’s problems of trade, em- 
ployment and the outflow of gold. 


Nor are they alone. 


Official Washington is neither 
fearful nor jittery. But it is con- 
cerned. 


There is pretty sure to be a re- 
surgence of “protectionist” de- 
mands in the Congress. If this 
force should succeed it would be 
followed by angry reprisals on the 
part of Canada to our north, and 
by most of the nations of the 
world. In the long run hasty ex- 
tensive protectionist actions will 
produce a disaster of long dura- 
tion. It might be irreparable. 


Prevention 


Only a substantial increase in | 
export orders, and a continuation 
of increasing employment will 
prevent eventual enactment of 
high-tariff measures of an unrea- 
sonable nature. They will all have 
a built-in boomerang content. A 
summer slump of any size could 
easily provide the Congress, and 
the White House, with a political 
economic problem of great gravity. 


What presently seems to be 
needed is a public statement of 
the complex problem, some flex- 
ible protective measures tempo- 
rarily applied, and a long-range 
plan for more international trade. 


We have come close to pricing 
ourselves out of the world market. 
A resurgence of protectionist 
measures such as the Smoot- 
Hawley Tariff Act, would almost 
certainly wreck us again. It would 
give to the Russians, as on a 
platter, most of the trade of the 
world. It would be a catastrophe. 
This ill-conceived act caused na- 
tionalist fires to break out all 
over Europe and made impossible 
any successful functioning of the 
several new nations which had 
been born out of the first great 
war. Trade barriers were erected 
in anger, folly and revenge. The 
great depressién came hurrying 
on. The largely synthetic prosperi- 
ty of the Harding-Coolidge years 
was smashed almost overnight. 


Wilson’s Veto 


One of Woodrow Wilson’s last 
official acts in 1921 was to veto a 
tariff act cynically camouflaged 
as a bill to aid farmers. ‘‘Clear- 
ly,” he said, “‘this is no time for 
the erection here of high trade 
barriers. It would strike a blow 
at the large and successful ef- 
forts which have been made by 
many of our great industries to 
place themselves on an export 
basis. . . . The United States has 
a duty to itself as well as to the 
world, and it can discharge this 
duty by widening, not by con- 
tracting, its world markets.” 


This concept applies with equal 
force today. Many of our great in- 
dustries have placed themselves 
on an export basis. In an in- 
creasingly populous world we 
must trade.

Empowering judges to order 


The information came to light 
Monday as Gov. Vandiver’s office 
released the list of 400 or more 
agents to the public. Griffin con- 
psistently had refused to do so. 


The state’s master policy was 
written by the Atlanta firm of 
Etheridge & Vanneman. The list 
released Monday shows those 
whom Griffin designated to share 
in commissions. 


The biggest payments on the 
entire list were made to a ‘Pine 
Insurance Co.”’ with a Volunteer 
Bidg., Atlanta, address. It re- 
ceived $645 a year for three years. 


The Atlanta City Directory lists 
no such company. The rental agent 
for the Volunteer Bldg. said it 
had no “Pine Insurance Co.”’ on 
its lists. And the attorney whose 
office was given as the address 
said he knew nothing of it. 


Some of the people who re- 
ceived commissions did not even 
have licenses to write insurance 
themselves. 


For instance, Savannah meat 
dealer Harry Shore, who split 
$10,000 a year insurance fees on

$989 in fees from the general in- 
surance schedule. During 1957, 
state records show, he had no 
license.

Token integration in the South would be “speak- 
easy education,” a Massachusetts-born and bred news-

ing audience of segregationists here Monday night. 


And that won’t breed respect 
for the law in the minds of the 
school children of the region, 
James A. Gray, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Albany Herald, said. 
Gray spoke at the third meeting 
of the ‘Metropolitan Association 
for Segregated Public Education.” 


He told a cheering audience 
that the ‘‘salvationists’’ argue that 
the law must be obeyed and that 
opposition to the Supreme Court 
breeds contempt and lawlessness. 


“We're told that to honor the 
law is the bounded duty of all 
good citizens,”’ he said. ‘Then 


we're told to bootleg the law on a 
local level. I say, “What a pious 
fraud!’ ”’ 


Gray spoke to 700 white segre- 
gationists in the Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, located at 
the edge of a “changing neighbor- 
hood”’ in Atlanta’s northeast quad- 
rant. He was cheered. lustily, 
*‘Amened”’ a couple of times from 
the floor and interrupted 14 times 
by applause. 


The newspaper executive called 
no names in his attack on what 
he termed the ‘“‘salvationists’’ of 
the South. He identified his an- 
tagonists as “‘some publicists, po- 
liticians and clergymen,’’ most of 
whom are in Atlanta.

Surrounds Geneva 


One of the best {illustrations of the 
change in American foreign policy is the 
news that the West has agreed to discuss 
Berlin as an issue separate from: that of 
Germany as a whole. 

Secretary Dulles could not have done 
this. He was too far committed to a 
rigid position on Germany. But Secre- 
tary Herter can and,has done so. What 
is more important, he apparently has 
done a good job of persuading the French. 

The French are not really for Ger- 
man unity but they have been insisting 
on it for fear the British may be willing 
to accept most of the Soviet proposals 
on Germany in return for a Soviet easing 
in the Middle East where Britain’s great- 
est interests lie. This attitude last week 
brought an angry retort from the British, 
who denied it. 

At any rate the news of Monday is 
encouraging. There was never any hope 
of obtaining a Soviet acceptance now of 
a German unification plan. East Ger- 
many has become a very real reservoir 
of production in heavy goods, steel and 
textiles for the Soviet Union. They will 
not, in the foreseeable future, give it up. 

About the best we can expect out of 
the Geneva meeting is that it reach some 
agreement about Berlin involving a re- 
duction of troops and a four-power guar- 
antee, that it makes a beginning on control 
of atomic weapons and that it set the 
site of the summit meeting. 

Meanwhile, the best hope for such an 
end result to the ministers’ meeting is 
that the Russians seem to be looking 
forward to a summit meeting. There 
can’t be one unless the present confer- 
ence has some success. 

The best thinking is that Khrushchev, 
who needs peace even if he doesn’t par- 
ticularly care for it, will try for a so- 
lution. He must make good on his eco- 
nomic program for Russia or lose control. 

He also seems determined to visit the 
United States. And Secretary Herter has 
let the country know that if he wishes 
to come he will, of course, be welcomed. 
We will not be too happy about the se- 
curity problem or, for that matter, about 
the visit. But there is nothing the coun- 
try can do but bid him welcome. To do 
that does not constitute agreement with 
his principles or lack of them. 

At any rate, there is reason for cau- 
tious, hopeful optimism about Geneva. 
Secretary Herter is handling things really 
very well.

Guy Webb PTA Wants 
City Water Fluoridated 


The antifluoridationists are few but 
loud. 

Some of them sound off for the pub- 
licity they get. Some have minds closed 
to the truth. They refuse to be con- 
fused by the facts. 

Some oppose fluoridation from a sin- 
cere fear arising from lack of informa- 
tion or from misinformation. 

Regardless of motive, they do make 
themselves heard to the effect that those 
against seem to outnumber those who 
are for. 

That is far from true. 

Among those who favor fluoridation, 
but until now have been silent, are the 
members of the Guy Webb PTA in the 
Sandy Springs area. 

The group has broken that silence 
with a strong resolution urging that the 
proper officials of the City of Atlanta 
have the water supply fluoridated even 
if it takes a referendum to do it. 

The resolution says it has become ap- 
parent that the city will not fluoridate 
unless the folks who use the water de- 
mand it. : 

‘The Guy Webb PTA members not 


only insist on fluoridation, but they © 


pledge themselves to lead the campaign 
among other school patrons so that they, 
too, will make themselves heard.

several years. 


Reorganization Study 
Is Off to Good Start 


Probing the maze of Georgia govern- 
ment with its myriads of agencies, bu- 
reaus and committees is not an easy task. 
But the Governor’s Commission on Econ- 
omy and Reorganization is going about it 
with determination and enthusiasm. 

It was made clear that the job will 
not be quick nor easy by Dr. M. W. H. 
Collins, staff director of the study, and 
Sen. Carl Sanders, member of the com- 
mission, on The Constitution’s Press Gal- 
lery program Sunday. It was made even 
clearer, however, that every agency of 
government could stand examination 
with a view to improving their organi- 
zational efficiency. 

One of the major platform planks of 
Gov. Vandiver was a promise of thorough 
government reorganization. Presumably 
it has the backing of public opinion. It is 
obvious the job cannot be done overnight. 
State government is big business, with 
thousands of employes, and its agencies 
can be found at work in every county in 
Georgia. 

Administration of this huge structure 
obviously is more complex than it was 
three decades ago when the budget Was 
a tenth of what it is today. Budget mak- 
ing itself long ago outgrew machinery 
which exists to do the job. 

The study should be thorough and 
complete. If it results in a thoroughgo- 
ing reorganization, it will be one of the 
wisest investments the state has made in 
years. | 

That there will be opposition to some 
of its recommendations is inevitable. But 
the day is long past when the state can 
afford to indulge a Model-T government 
structure to run a 400-million-dollar 
business. 

Meanwhile, the commiSsion deserves 
cooperation and encouragement. Its work, 
with the full support of the governor, 
will make history. 


Further Support Given 
State Hospital Report 


The Medical Assn. of Georgia at its 
Augusta convention is devoting consid- 
erable. attentign to the importance of 
implementing recommendations of the 
Schaefer committee report on the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. 

Unanimous endorsement of the com- 
mittee recommendations by the council 
of the MAG, the organization’s ruling 
body which is composed of doctors from 
each of the 10 congressional districts, and 
by the MAG reference committee is a 
measure of the statewide support’ among 
members of the medical profession to- 
ward the projected improvements at the 
hospital. 

The same holds true for the Georgia 
Psychiatric Assn.’s unanimously adopted 
resolution on the same subject. Another 
resolution in which the _ psychiatrists 
praised Dr. Joe Combs, clinical director 
of the white women’s division at the hos- 
pital, for the “vigorous and forthright 
manner” in which he cooperated with the 
investigation was a well-deserved com- 
mendation. 

Meanwhile, House Speaker George 
Smith says that Gov. Vandiver’s mental 
health program will be a major subject 
of the 1960 General Assembly. He also 
expects legislative committees to work 
closely with the governor’s 12-man 
Advisory, Committee on. Mental Institu- 
tions in coordinating necessary legisla- 
tion. 

Increased interest in the state hos- 
pital on the part of the General Assem- 
bly will be most welcome. Except for the 
Baldwin County delegation and a sprin- 
kling of other lawmakers, legislators 
over a period of years have failed to show 
sufficient Concern for the problems of the 
institution. This lack of vigorous action 
from the legislative branch was an out- 
growth of public apathy. 

Now, at long last, it looks like a be- 
ginning is being made to. improve con- 
ditions at the state hospital and to effect 
a better approach to the entire problem 
of mental health. But it is only a begin- 
ning. It will take the full support of the 
Medical Assn. of Georgia, the General As- 
sembly, Gov. Vandiver and the general 
public to achieve the proper results.

Atlanta— With our sagging

Putting all children through the 
same mill at the same rate 
means ‘‘boiling the egghead.”’

German schools have three 
levels for grouping. The curric- 
ulum is fitted to the level of 
learning abilities. The student 
may advance as mastery of the 
required subjects completed 
and he may change from one 
group to another according to his 
capabilities.

The progress of a nation de- 
pends upon the kind of educa- 
tion provided for each new gen- 
eration.

‘Only Bechet Played 
Soprano Sax Right’ 


Atlanta—Among lovers of jazz, 
“Pops” is an honorific reserved 
for the patriarchs. Last week 
there were three men holding un- 
disputed rights to the title—Pops 
Armstrong, known to more people 
as Louis or Satch; Pops Foster, 
the perennial bassist; and Pops 
Bechet. 

Now there are two. Pops Bechet 
is dead and all lovers of tradi- 
tional jazz have suffered a per- 
sonal loss. 

Jazz is an art of search— 
search for a voice. Each artist 
is continually looking for the one, 
the correct, the ultimate way to 
run through a given set of 
changes. And each instrument 
in jazz has a given role. 

The saxophone, a mongrel blend 
of reed and brass, had a hard 
time finding a role, a voice, in 


the nicely balanced traditional 
band in which brasses, reeds 
and rhythm were poised in exact 
proportion. It could never make 
up its mind whether it was 
brass or reed. 

Coleman Hawkins solved the 
problem for the tenor sax and 
subsequent tenor men followed in 
his path: But nobody but Bechet 
ever found the jazz voice of the 
soprano sax. He stood alone, 
without imitators, without follow- 
ers, always a great individualist, 
always sure of the voice of his 
instrument, Now that he is gone, 
that instrument is mute.

Eastern in geography. 

It is democratic, anti-Commu- 
nist and, since it is neither a 
large nor powerful country, it is 
basically a neutral source of as- 
sistance which gives its recipi- 
ents no appearance of choosing 
sides in the cold war. 


I am referring to the young but 
mature state of Israel, which was 
reborn only 11 years ago and 
which is now embarking upon a 
wide-ranging, diverse program of 
economic aid and technical as- 
sistance where it is most needed. 

A nation which has been great- 
ly helped by its own friends, Is- 
rael is now helping others—to the 
advantage of everybody. 

Israel’s expanding investment 
assistance and technical aid 
ranges from Ghana to Burma. 

The best example of the bur- 
geoning economic relationship be- 
tween Israel and the Afro-Asian 
nations is what Israel and Ghana 
are doing together. 

To begin to finance an expand- 
ing two-way trade, Israel. has pro- 
vided Ghana with a 20-million-dol- 
lar credit over a four-year period. 

Israel is substantially financing 
—but taking only 40 per cent of 
the stock — Ghana’s newly or- 
ganized Black Star shipping line 
and is providing the technical 
training for Ghana personnel to

It is 
also helping Ghana develop its 
building industry by providing the 
necessary beginning capital and 
by training Ghanaians in con- 
struction techniques. 

There is no spirit of pacifism 
in Israel and Israel is teaching 
none to its Asian and African 
friends. 


Israeli universities and _ insti- 
tutes are taking exchange stu- 
dents from many countries, in- 
cluding some trainees from Thai- 
land, India and Japan. 

Obviously Israel is not doing 
all this out of sheer goodness of 
heart. 

For Israel it has large political 
as well as economic advantages. 
The biggest boon from this grow- 
ing relationship of trust and good 
will is that it enables Israel to 
free itself from the physical and 
psychological isolation of Arab 
encirclement. Israel’s expanding 
trade and her enlarged horizon of 
friends mean that she cannot be 
surrounded either politically or 
economically by a Nasser block- 
ade. 

Israel’s new-found allies also 
are blunting Egypt's efforts to re- 
cruit Afro-Asian support in its 
own cold war against Israel.

If the West accepted the So- 
viet plan for Germany, the like- 
lihood is that: 


1. The East German Commu- 
nists, by political and economic 
pressure, would take over Berlin. 

2. East Germany would almost 
certainly conclude it has been 
abandoned by the Western na- 
tions and would settle into the 
Communist empire, 

3. Ditto the peoples of East- 
ern Europe, who would finally 
come to terms with their Com- 
munist governments, sealing the 
division of Europe into Commu- 
nist and non-Communist camps. 

The West’s proposal for Ger- 
many, as presented by Secretary 
of State Herter, are not of 
course so extreme as the So- 
viets’. The West is willing to 
allow the Germans freedom of 
choice. It is prepared to be 
bound by the free decision of 
the German people. It has his- 
tory and even morality on its 
side, which is definitely not true 
of the Soviet case. 

Nevertheless, the feeling here 
is that there is no more chance 
of getting the Russians to accept 


the Herter plan than there is of | 


getting the West to accept the 
Khrushchev plan, for if Moscow 
did accept what Herter pro- 
posed the prospect would be 
about as follows: 

1. The 2,225,000 people in free 
West Berlin and many of the 
1,125,000 people in Communist 
East Berlin would certainly vote 
for freedom and thus turn the 
present capital of Communist 
East Germany (East Berlin) into 
precisely the kind of “free city” 
Moscow not w 
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2. In any free and secret bal- 
lot, as proposed in the Herter 
plan, even the 17 million East 
Germans—to say nothing of the 
52 million West Germans—would 
surely vote to get rid of the 
Russians and remain in the North 
Atlantic Pact. 


3. This would give Poland, al- 
ready restive under Soviet con- 
trol, and Czechoslovakia com- 
mon frontiers with a free and 
united Germany and jeopardize 
Moscow's control over all of 
Eastern Europe. 


4. It would also deny to the 
Soviet Union the chemical and 
industrial strength of Eastern 
Germany, now counted on as the 
biggest contributor outside of the 
Soviet Union to the Soviet seven- 
year plan. 

5. The unification of a free 
Germany under the West's pro- 
posals would likewise deny to the 
Soviet Union a base for 22 Soviet 
divisions and move the West's 
influence at least 150 miles 
nearer the Soviet frontier.

The Old Plagues 
Are Still With Us 


No infectious disease has ever 
been “‘treated out of existence.” 

Outbreaks of smallpox, for ex- 
ample, still occur in various parts 
of the world chiefly because of 
neglect or faulty procedures - in 
immunizing. Malaria is considered | 
by the World Health Organization 
the most prevalent infection in the 
world. Tuberculosis is second and 
in the United States, far more 
common than malaria. 


The dysenteries and food poison- 
ing hold prominent places in in- 
fectious diseases. Typhoid cannot 
be completely prevented by im- 
munization. 


The virus diseases still offer 
a real challenge to medicine. 
As yet no complete protection 


against influenza is possible; 
viral hepatitis is also still amen- 
able only to general, not specific, 
forms of treatment. Although it 
is reasonably hoped a vaccine 
against measles is soon to be 
available, some of us remember 
with sadness the recent epi- 
demic of this disease in certain 
areas of this country. 


Three points of great interest 
are made by Dr. Wesley Spink of 
Minneapolis. First, emphasis is 
placed upon the fact that although 
we can become immune to certain 
diseases by the use of vaccines, 
advantage is not always taken, 
even by the most intelligent peo- 
ple who have this method at their 
disposal. This fact has especial 
significance now when people of 
all ages are being urged to have 
polio vaccine. 


Promiscuous use of the “‘won- 
der drug,”’ the sulphonamides and 
the antibotics, has led to several 
evils, among them too great sen- 
sitivity to the drugs has been de- 
veloped in certain -people or un- 
toward side effects produced un- 
necessarily. 


Then, too, certain bacteria 
begin to flourish because they 
are resistant to these drugs, 
while their associates are killed 
off or made impotent. This has 
been especially true of the sta- 
phylococcus, which is carried 
by people who are healthy but 
become carriers to those who 
are perhaps temporarily sensi- 
tive to it. If you have heard of 
hospital epidemics with this 
germ, be assured that hospitals 
are now alerted and expect to 
prevent further outbreaks by re- 
newed efforts in aseptic cleanli- 
ness. 


Finally, it is of interest that 
some old-fashioned infections, like 
erysipelas and typhoid, are now 
so rare that medical students 
often have no opportunity to see 
and treat these diseases. While 
this lack of “material” mieans 
nothing but good for the general 
public, medical circles regard it 
as a disadvantage because of the 
possibility of sporadic outbreaks 
of even rare disease. :

VIOLATE RULES 


In cheerful violation of the 
strictest principles of modern 
flower arranging, Mrs. Harris 
began filling a pewter urn of 
the Regency period with a con- 
glomeration of pink roses, red 
roses, plantain (probably called 


August lily in ancestral gar- 
| dens), oak-leaf hydrangea, 
heartsease, mulletin and 


other odds and ends of this and 
that until the urn looked as 
blithe and blowsy as a British 
barmaid. 


“You must remember,” she 
said (which we didn’t), “that 
even the weeds in the gardens 
of the early settlers were a 
pleasant sight after the aus- 


terity they had left behind 
therm. 
“Also, it must be under- 


stood,"” Mrs. Harris explained, 
that the women of colonial 
America as well as those of the 
19th century, were primarily 
interested in displaying botani- 
cal specimens rather than in 
creating artistic designs.

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® Bugs Don’t Read Books, 
Says ‘Detective in White’

When not growing bacteria, 
an attractive. 
white’’ keeps busy growing flow- 
ers and vegetables. 


But Dr. Elaine L. Updyke, 
chief of the staphylococcus and 
streptococcus unit of the micro- 
biology section of the Commu- 
nicable Disease Center, consid- 
ers her work ‘‘fun.” 


“It really is fun,”’ laughed 
the slim, blue-eyed ScD (doctor 
of science). 


“Remember, we are working 
with living organisms. And the 
bugs haven't read the books so 
they don’t know how they are 
supposed to react. It’s interest- 
ing, challenging and stimulating 
work.” 


The big job of her lab right 
now is to find a way to control 
the staphylococcus — bacteria 
causing so much trouble in hos- 
pitals. 


RESIST ANTIBIOTICS 


These bacteria have built up 
resistance to antibiotics. Hos- 
pitals are desperate for a way 
to get rid of these germs. And 
so they have called upon CDC 
for help. 

Whenever CDC is called in, 
lab personnel go out to collect 
bacterial cultures. 


Then the ‘‘detective work’’ be- 
gins with the hunt for the speci- 
fic organisms causing the 
trouble and specific identifica- 
tion so that the pattern of the 
disease can be traced from 
patient to patient, including car- 
riers. These carriers are people 
who carry the virus without be- 
ing affected themselves. 


Dr. Updyke began her college 


“detective. in. 


men and women. However, as 
I believe is true in many other 
fields, most of the higher posi- 
tions are held by men.” 


Her time is divided between 
lab work and “administrative 
activities” — training, teaching, 
speaking and, of course, reports. 


“We have red tape, sure,” 
she emphasized. ‘‘But there is 
red tape no matter what you 
do. We've had people who've 
gone from here to industry 
come back to say industry has 
more red tape than we do.” 


JUST ONE PART 


Usually her lab’s work rep- 
resents one area in the over- 
all picture, needing to be put 
with other findings for the full 
story. 


“Sometimes, if you're real 
lucky, you can come up with 
what amounts to a really im- 
portant finding on its own.”

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There Are Many Tests 
In a Reducing Diet

If you have a civil word for 
anybody while on a reducing diet, 
there is something wrong with 
your diet. Most overweights 
think the only test. of a diet is 
the number of pounds lost. But 
actually, there are many tests, 
including your disposition, daily 
energy, the rate of weight loss, 
and the length of time you can 
happily stay with low calorie 
fare. 


It used to be a more or less 
accepted idea that your dis- 
position would naturally be the 
worse for diet. Well, short- 
change yourself on the protec- 
tive nutrients and you're bound 
to feel out of sorts. But that 
will not happen on a scientif- 
ically planned regime. 


Now, the question of energy. 
You need not expect to lose 
your energy while dieting ei- 
ther. In fact, after you've 
taken off part of the burden 
of fat, you'll have considerably 
more energy than formerly. 
A scientifically planned reduc- 
ing diet is the best in the world, 
for every nutrition essential is 
included, not in reduced 
amounts but in normal amounts. 


The calorie cut is in excess 
fats and carbohydrates. 

Look at it this way: While 
reducing, the body constantly 


requires normal amounts of re- 
pair and regulating material for 
smooth running. Since these 
nutrients are not stored up in 
the excess pounds, the daily 
diet must include the foods 
which furnish the essentials. 


Certain foods have an energy 
carry-over, and this is par- 
ticularly true of protein. You 
will not only have more energy, 
but will reduce faster by in- 
cluding a complete protein food 
with each meal... an egg for 
breakfast; cheese, a second egg, 
fish or meat at lunch; and 
lean meat or fish or fowl at 
dinner; plus a glass or two of 
buttermilk or skim milk each 
day. 


The balance of protective 
nutrients is furnished in green 
and yellow vegetables; fresh 
fruits, including one citrus, and 


a limited amount of whole grain 
or enriched bread or cereal. 
The number of pounds you 
can expect to lose each week 
depends on how many stored 
calories you draw on daily. If 
you do sedentary work, your 
normal calories are about 2,000 
a day, so on a 1,000-calorie diet 
you will lose two pounds a 
week. If you do physically 
active work, your normal cal- 
ories are 2,400 a day, and your 
reducing calories, 1,200 a day.

The State Board of Education 
Monday in effect approved con- 
tracts with local school authorities 
in four Georgia cities for construc- 
tion and operation of more than 
$2 million worth of area voca- 
tional-technical schools. 


The contracts will receive final 
approval by the board after cer- 
tain minor revisions are made in 
the prepared copies submitted 
to the board Monday. 


Area schools, to be built on a 
50-50, state and local matching 
basis will be constructed for white 
and Negro pupils in Albany, Au- 
gusta and Columbus, and for 
white pupils in Rome. 


In each instance, the schools 
will be operated for pupils living 
in a multicounty area around 
the site city. 


Some federal funds presumably 
will be used in the state’s share 
of the contribution to the program. 
Under Public Law 864 (National 
Defense Education Act), funds 
are available on a matching basis | 
for training highly skilled techni- | 
cians.

The Board also voted to add| 
Savannah to 11 areas already ap- 
proved for the area schools. 


Trade schools have been re- 
commended for Atlanta, Athens, 
Macon, Marietta, Swainsboro, 
Thomasville and Valdosta, in ad-| 
dition to the four cities for which | 
contracts were tentatively ap- | 
proved Monday. 


State funds of $1,050,000 have 
been earmarked as the state’s | 
share of the program in Augusta, 
Columbus, Rome and Albany, al- | 
though, as yet, not for the other | 
cities.

BASS STRUCK, HOOKED BAIT, ANGLER AWOKE—TOO LATE

That an.increasing number of anglers have reportedly taken 
up night fishing, is not surprising. For those who live near’a lake, 
pond or stream, it’s a rather pleasant way to relax for a few hours 
in the evening, and more than often it pays off 
in a very material way that involves the frying 
pan. Then too, the biggest fish are supposed to 
range during the hours of darkness. 


Most of the night anglers seem to be crappie 
fishermen. They fish from shore and from boats 
with lights, but it’s been rumored that at this time 
of year, the shoreline Waltonites with warming 
fires appear to have the best of the situation. 
Pete Smith, who runs one of the top fishing 
camps anywhere, up on Watts Bar Lake, tells me 
that most of the crappie—which are known as 
‘a “® croppie in Tennessee—caught out of his lake are 
Charlie Elliett taken at night. He keeps a number of his boats 
equipped with spotlights, as do other docks on the lake, and on a 
warm night in late spring, the lake looks like they'd anchored a 
part of Chattanooga out in the middle. It has all the aspects of a 
huge social gathering, with women and kids along, and everybody 
fishing and picnicking and enjoying themselves in a big way. 


With night crappie fishing, it doesn’t seem to make much dif- 
ference what the phase of the moon happens to be. The theory is 


° 


that the lights attract swarms of minnows, which in turn attract 
the fish, which are hungry enough to chew the planks right out of 
the bottom of the boat. And eyeryone fills his stringer, as long as 
the limit lasts. 


Bass fishing at night is different, in that most of it is done 
without a light, except that furnished by the moon and stars. And 
there’s argument between one fisherman and the next as to whether 
the largemouths and smallmouths bite better on a moon-lit night, 
or one that’s as black as the inside of a tar bucket. 


The dark-of-the-moon fisherman will argue you down that the 
largest lunkers range when you have to reach out and touch the 
gun’ale of the boat to know it’s there. You'll get just as strong an 
opinion from the lunar-struck gang. Neither has been able to prove 
himself right, because neither will fish except on the kind of night 
he prefers. 


Whether or not more fish can be taken in absolute darkness, 
I'll take the moonshine. Then a guy can partially see what’s going 
on. You cast more accurately to a bank, see the strike if you are 
fishing top water lures, and one of the prettiest sights I know is 
an old largemouth waltzing in the moonlight. 


But at least one of my outdoor partners has sworn off fishing 
after sundown, He claims it’s too expensive. Bill Cloud, who lights 
and cooks and cools Southern woodsmen and anglers with Cole- 
mans, arrived at Sinclair one evening just as the sun was going 
down. He was so anxious to stick a big bass that he bought a dozen

The method is simple . . . just 
four easy things to remember: 


FISH FINDER—Tie a floating 
wiggling lure on the end of your 
line, about 18 inches behind a 
keel sinker. Troll just outside 
the shoreline where the deeper 
water shows darker. The sinker 
nudges the bottom and the lure 
| swims above and behind, snag- 
ging nothing but fish. 
FAST-SLOW — After going 
‘around an area once, go around 
‘again FAST. Use a sharp-wig- 
'gling lure that will not pop out 
|of the water. 
| DEEP-DEEP—Troll _ s-l-o-w-l-y 
| with a heavy, deep-going lure, 
| 


like a spoon from 50 to 100 feet 
| deep. This is especially good on 
a hot day at high noon when fish 
go deep to escape the heat. 


ZIG-ZAG—Troll two lures that 
work at different depths, using 
two rods. Then, instead of a 
steady course, make a Zig or a 
zag (whichever you prefer) every 
50 feet. One lure speeds up, the 
other slows down and action may 
soon be forthcoming.
